T his giv es the animal a dis­ 
tinctiv e form. 
Did the species 
originate 
locally ? 
This Is possible. 
On the other hand. 
In a Dorsetshire v illage there are a 
number of tailless cats, progeny of a 
female cat which lost her tail through 
accident. 
Did the species come from a distant 
quarter? 
This again is possible. 
The 
common cat is mentioned in n tex t dat­ 
ing from the ninth century (“ Laws of 
the Welsh Prince Hoelda” ) as a rare 
animal of recent date. The tailless cat 
is only mentioned at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century ., Or did the 
tailless species come from a wrecked 
v essel coming from Prussia, where cats 
of this species do not seem to hav e 
been abundant, or J apan, Malay sia, or 
the Crimea, where the ex istence of cats 
without tails Is on record? 
As a m atter o f fact, nothing 
is 
known for certain. 
G. Ix flsel records 
that cats without tails hav e a profound 
antipathy toward the ordinary cat. 
He 
has, moreov er, com e across another In­ 
teresting v ariety In the Isle of Man, a 
species of chickens without rumps. Pos­ 
sibly the clim ate is unfav orable for the 
dev elopment of posterior appendices.

and the earth instantly destroy ed by 
combustion.

These ex perim ents 
showed that when administered to ani­ 
m als (dogs, i-ats and rabbits) by lnjee 
tion under the skin, a soluble salt of 
alum caust» » no sy mptoms at all for 
three or four day s.

nate constipation, emaciation, languor 
and disinclination to mov e. 
Nex t there is a v omiting and loss 
of sensibility , as a deep prick with a 
needle is s aiv oly felt. 
Then forced to

and twitches v iolently , and is with dif­ 
ficulty placed on the 
ground. 
Some­ 
times there is a general tremor or con­ 
v ulsiv e twitching, and som etim es there 
is ex treme weakness or partial paraly ­ 
sis of the jiosterior ex tremities.

m akes by its cold statem ent of fac ts a 
powerful Indictm ent again st the m urderous 
m ethods <-t coal m ining perm itted in the 
United States. 
T he great increase in the production of 
coal in tliis country 
is 
not 
responsible 
w holly for the shocking num ber of lives lost in the 
mine's. 
There has been a great increase in coal produc­ 
tion in Europe also, and there the deaths have d im in ­ 
ished, owing to the enforcem ent o f—htws for the pro­ 
tection ofT lie men w orking underground. 
There is certainly crim inal neglect of some sort in our 
m ethods when the death rate of m iners by accident has 
Increased here from 2.67 per thousand in 1S95 to 3.40 
per thousand in 100(5, the death rate from the sam e causes 
stead ily declining in European countries during the sam e 
period. 
Our coal m ines kill nearly four tim es as m any m en 
per thousand as do those of Belgium , more than four 
tim es as many as the m ines of F rance and nearly three 
tim es as many as those of G reat Britain. 
In no country of the world are the conditions for the 
safe extraction of coal so favorable as in the U nited 
S tates, and yet this m urderous record stands against us 
as a result of neglecting the safegu ard s that ought to 
be enforced. 
We are not so strict as we should be in 
m aking compulsory the use of safety lam ps. 
We do not 
lim it as we should the charges of explosives that m ay 
be fired. 
W e are not so careful as the Europeans In 
shot-firing at timep w hen the m ines are unoccupied e x­ 
cept for the presence of the expert shot-firers. 
T aking this bulletin of the G eological Survey as a 
guide, the law s of every coal m ining State should forbid 
m any of the practices tolerated in our own m ines, and 
com m and the observance of the rules and precautions 
quoted from the law s of European countries. 
Our list of 
crim inal tragedies Is already too long.— St. Louis R e­ 
public.

Bulletin of the Indiana State Board of 


Health for January. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 39.—The bulletin 
of the Indiana state board of health 
for January, just issued, reports as 
follows In regard to disease and death 
In the state for the month named: In­ 
fluenza was the most prevalent dis­ 
ease. In the corresponding month last 
year bronchitis was the most preva­ 
lent. 
There was very little influenza 
(la grippe) in January, 1907. The or­ 
der of prevalence of certain diseases 
was as follows: Influenza, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, tonsilitis, rheumatism, scar­ 
let fever, measles, 
diphtheria and 
membranous croup, typhoid fever (en­ 
teric), pleuritis, smallpox, chickenpox, 
diarroea, erysipelas, intermittent and 
remittent fever, whooping cough, in­ 
flammation of the bowels, dysentery, 
typho-rnalaria fever, puerperal fever, 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, cholera mor­ 
bus, cholera infantum. The total num­ 
ber of deaths was 3,200, annual death 
rate per 1,000, 14. In the correspond- 
■r mg month last year, 2,9?& (fNiths, rate 
13. 
Of the total number of deaths, 
374 or 12.4 per cent, were under one 
year of age, and 961 or 31.8 per cent, 
were sixtv-five years old and over. Con­ 
sumption was as actitve as usual, caus­ 
ing 391 deaths, 383 of which were of 
the pulmonary form. 
In the corre­ 
sponding month ilast year, there were 
349 consumption deaths. 
Typhoid fe­ 
ver killed 51, diphtheria, 30; scarlet 
fever, 9; measles, 7: whooping cough, 
11; pneumonia, 462; diarrhoeal dis­ 
eases, 30; cerebrospinal meningitis, 
6; influenza, 176; puerperal fever, 12; 
cancer. 113; violence, 195. 
Although 
smallpox prevailed extensively, there 
were no deaths caused by it. The city 
death rate was 16.8, which is 2.8 high­ 
er than the death rate for the whole 
state. 
The country de. th rate was 
12.2 or 1.8 lower than the state rate. 
The influenza death rate in the cities 
was 84.9 per 100,000, and in the coum 
try 72.2. 
For cancer, the city death 
rate was 60.8, in the country 42.4. The 
death rates of cities having over 10,- 
000 population were: 
Indianapolis, 
17.9; Evansville, 18.6; Fort Wayne, 
15; Terre Haute, 19.2; Anderson, 9.1; 
Muncie, 12.9; South Bend, 20.1. 


Indiana will have a candidate for 
the Prohibition nomination for vice 
president, 
Charles F. Holler, an at­ 
torney at South Bend and an orator 
of more than state reputation, who has 
been honored with a number of party 
nominations, first as the Prohibition 
candidate for mayor of South Bend 
in 1898, as the party’s candidate for 
clerk of the supreme court in 1902, 
for congress in the Thirteenth district 
in 1904 and for attorney general in 
1906. His particular claim to distinc­ 
tion lies in his advocacy of the princi­ 
ple that license laws are unconstitu­ 
tional, and he now has his second case 
based upon this assumption ready for 
the supreme court. 


The Indiana Democratic club, which 
gave a banquet Monday night in honor 
of William Jennings Bryan, has ar­ 
ranged to run a special train from In­ 
dianapolis to Denver for the national 
convention.

Took It Out on the Teacher. 
Noblesville, Ind., Feb. 19.—David 
Leonard, a farmer northwest of this 
city, was prosecuted on the charge of 
assaulting Isaac Hodson, teacher of 
the school in Mr. Leonard’s neighbor­ 
hood. Leonard pleaded guilty to strik­ 
ing Hodson with a board, and also to 
pursuing him with a buetcher knife, 
and he was fined a total of $23, which 
he paid. 
The trouble grew out of a 
punishment administered by Hodson 
to Leonard’s son, a pupil in his school. 
Leonard claimed that Hodson went to 
extremes in punishing the boy.

In the Nineteenth Century 
and After the latest book of this writ­ 
er is discussed and Indorsed by Alfred 
Wills, who for over twenty years has 
sat In the trlul of criminal cuses as one 
of the Judges of the high court. There 
are many habitual criminals, weak per­ 
sons readily giving way to temptation, 
who, according to Anderson, should not 
be classified 
us professionals. 
The 
professionals are only those who delib­ 
erately set about supporting themselves 
by crime. 
These are the ones who are 
among all criminals most unlikely to 
change their 
ways, 
and 
it was for 
their control that Anderson suggested 
some years ago that a fter several con- 
vlotions such crim inals should bo glv en 
a special trial to decide whether they 
were true professionals or not, and If 
ifihey were they should be Imprisoned 
“for life. 
A later suggestion he makes 
is Intended to remove a 
temptation 
which the law now holds out to crime 
by doing so little to compel restitution 
when a thief has been convicted. Wher­ 
ever there is reason to think stolen 
property Is In hiding he would have 
the criminal given an opportunity to 
deliver it up, or else stay In prison 
for life. 
He d<x*s not think that the 
life sentences of professional criminals 
In all England would be more numer­ 
ous than the accommodations of one 
good-sized prison could take care o f; 
but he does think if such a prison were 
filled In that way a disproportionately 
heavy reduction of the 
amount 
of 
crime would resu lt 
If more attention 
were given to professional crime and 
if harsher methods were used In pro­ 
tecting society 
from 
it, 
the 
result 
would bo merciful In the end—raerck 
ful lnhli to the citizens protected from 
such crime and to the men who, as 
conditions now are, graduate 
every 
year into such careers.

ence of a very ancient band tha t is 
quite essential to the various services 
of the church, says a London letter to 
the Philadelphia Record. 
The trouble 
In the Instance arose over the bell ring­ 
ers’ refusal to hand over the old jug 
which had been In the belfry for a 
full century. 
The rector dismissed the 
ringers and they appealed to the town 
council to Intervene In the dispute. 
It 
was explained to them, however, tha t 
the corporation agreement for b/lls to 
be rung on sta te occasion* was made 
with the rector and church wardens. 
Since the dismissal of the ringers a 
number of parishioners, who volunteer­ 
ed their services, have been diligently 
practicing the a rt of bell ringing. 
Ja m es Storey Wright, of Spalding, 
claims to be the oldest bellrlnger In 
England, having been fid years at the 
rope» of Spalding parish church. 
Ho 
was born Feb. 2, 1827, and began ring­ 
ing at 14 years of age. 
F or over th ir­ 
ty years he had been captain of the 
ringers at Spaulding Church and has 
raised the trelUe for these fifty years, 
lie has rung bells In various parts of 
the eastern counties and among other 
places at Lincoln, Peterborough, Ely, 
Crowland Abbey, Boston, Louth, Sta m ­ 
ford, Bourne, Deeping, Lynn, Sutton, 
Wisbech.

When the old Wood residence, two 
miles southeast of Tahlequah, I. T., In 
the Cherokee Nation, was destroyed by 
fire one of the most notable houses In 
the Cherokee Nation disappeared. More 
than fifty years ago It was owned and 
occupied by W illiam P. Ross, the first 
editor of 
the 
Cherokee Advocate, a 
paper published In the interests of the 
full-blood Cherokees, 
In their native 
language, the expense of which was 
borne by the Cherokee national gov­ 
ernment. 
Mr. 
Ross 
was 
a fterwa rd 
principal chief of the Cherokee Nation, 
and upon various occasions a delegate 
to Washington and president of 
the 
Cherokee Board of Education. 
Subsequent to the acquisition by Mr. 
Ross of the place, it was owned by 
John Hawkins, Sr., one of the early 
Intermarried citizens of the Cherokee 
Nation, 
Hawkins’ wife was a sister of 
the beautiful Cherokee wife of Lieuten­ 
ant, afterward M a jor General Daniel 
H. Rucker of the United Statt*s army. 
Connected with the place was one of 
the many stories 
relating 
to buried 
treasures, of which stories the Chero­ 
kee country has a large share. 
Haw­ 
kins, the story relates, had a large sum 
of money in gold and silver. 
There 
were no hanks in the country at that 
date, outlaws were plentiful and many 
robberies were committed. Fearing that 
lit* might at some unexpected time i>e 
made victim of the robbers, Hawkins 
placed some $10,000 In a metal vessel, 
securely seah*d the cover and, digging 
a bole in the eartli buried the treasure 
in a location known only to himself. 
For several yea rs thereafter the own­ 
er of the money followed his usual avo­ 
cation, seemingly In good health, but 
one day be was taken ill very sudden­ 
ly and seriously ; as day followed day 
he failed to Improve and It soon be­ 
came apparent tha t bis days were num­ 
bered. 
The sick man himself at last 
realized that he would not recover, and 
endeavored to tell the members of his 
family where the treasure was hidden, 
but speech failed him, lie became un­ 
conscious and died without making his 
secret known. 
And so, for at least half 
a century, the story of Hawkins’ burhxl 
trea sure has often 
been 
related 
by 
those who delve in the earth in quest 
for riches, but untM this day the place 
where the gold and silver treasure re­ 
post's has remained a secret.— St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

mountain. 
Always the leader at the ir head, Ids 
staff crowned w ith a tinkling m ass of 
bells, 
like 
tiny cymbals, chants the 
hymn of Fujiyam a. 
From base to sum­ 
mit, as the white-clad pilgrims climb, 
the tinkling cymbals clash, and the 
voice of the leader rises loud a t each 
r e fr a in : 
We are going, we are going to the top, 
Above the clash of bells the chorus 
echoes: 


To the top, to the top, to the 
top. 
For six short sum m er weeks they 
come. 
Then the winds rush down, the 
snow falls, the tempests rage, and I» rd 
Fujiyam a lives alone. 
No hum an being has yet stayed a 
w inter on his sum mit, and even in the 
summer weeks the winds will blow the 
lava blocks from the walls of the rest- 
houses, and sometimes the pilgrim from 
the path.

lic, says the Berlin letter of the New 
York Herald. 
H err Lange made the statem ent after 
having received notice from his pub­ 
lisher tha t paper had advanced 20 per 
cent In price in Germany for the sec­ 
ond time In eighteen months. 
“ I do not understand you Ameri- 
cans,” he continued, 
" io n have In your 
N orthern and Western States hundreds 
of millions of acres of idle soil where 
at one time stood magnificent forests, 
equaled by none in the world. 
This 
land, apparently, is not adapted to ag­ 
riculture. 
Why do you not m ake It 
useful to you before the fertile soil is 
washed aw ay Into the rivers and gulf? 
“ I am Informed that the land can be 
had for from $15 to $30 an acre. 
W ith 
soft wood forest covering it an acre 
would bring $1.5oO to $2,OoO sixty years 
from now. 
o f course the government, 
to aid the forests, could exem pt them 
from taxation. 
Forests would not only 
improve the climate and value of the 
surrounding agricultural districts, but 
would protect valleys and the rivers 
against floods.” 
Talking of protecting the river hanks 
against floods, H err Lange expressed 
surprise tha t the government was not 
planting 
alders 
instead of 
willows 
along the places where natural Jetties 
are desired. 
The alder, he explained, 
is not damaged by high w ater and col­ 
lects sand and gravel for the strength­ 
ening of the shores. 
“ Sweden.” he 
continued, 
“whence 
G erm any imports great quantities of 
paper and pulp, has begun to replant 
Its forests. 
They are learning from 
Germany, which has the most magnifi­ 
cent system of forest culture in the 
world, not a tree being perm itted to he 
felled before there Is assurance that an­ 
other will be put In its place.”

Dye of Berlin furnishes the following 
inform ation concerning tlie newest form 
of tireless stoves in Germany, says the 
Daily T rade and Consular Reports. 
Fire loss stoves, or self cooker;., as 
they are variously known, have been In 
use In G erm any for a number of year*, 
so tha t they may now be classified as 
successful. 
The earlier

merely boxes constructed w ith double 
walls, or by secret processes built so as 
to retain heat when sealed. These cook­ 
ers, which an* still on the m arket, are 
used as follows:

heating, food to he cooked (stewed or 
boiled) is placed Inside the box, sealed 
and left for a sufficient time, when it is 
opened and the food, cooked by the re­ 
tained heat, Is ready to servo. 
Recently a company here has

n 
flro less sfo v a Hint 
no t o nlx . 
cooks, but fries and roasts. 
Profiting 
by past failures and successes tlve com­ 
pany has perfected a cooker that, a l­ 
though on the market but a 
3’ear, has 
already proved very popular. 
Frying 
and roasting are accomplished In the 
new cooker by the use of a heated 
stone. 
The stone Is thoroughly heated 
in an oven, over gas or any fire, and 
placed in the cooker with the steak or 
roast. 
The box is sealed up and left 
for an hour or so, as required, then 
opened, and the food is fully prepared 
and hot. 
In the double boxes all three 
processes m ay proceed 
at 
one 
time 
w ithout care or difficulty. 
The ow ners of the paten t on this 
latest a pparatus claim that the sales In 
the coming year will 
exceed 
50,000 
cookers in Germany and Switzerland.
